His body was rigid and it was 
fully five minutes before the Hoosier 
tattler who has engaged in 199 fight1* 
without ever being knocked out. was 
fully restored to his senses. 
Before 
the 
fight 
Hackley 
men 
would probably have bet their over­ 
coat that Hackley would capture the 
bout, but once the bell rang it was 
seen ’hat the big. tall Erie battler’s 
height and reach w*ould prove a se­ 
rious factor. 
In the first round Strub pumped a 
straight left into Hackley’s face and 
Jimmy, somewhat shorter, had all oi 
his leads for the head blocked until
